€ W, Keith, My, IKeith and his son-in-lnw,
1. M. Hudley, had barely time to  rash fatp
the burning buen, cut loose two horses and
got them ont when the roofl fellin. A horse
bielonging to Mr Eodley was burned to
death,

The flames next apread (o two other barns,
one belonging to My, Kerns,  Bothof these
barns were gutted, while the first two men-
tioned above wero burned to the ground, The
contents of all the barns wore consumed,

Bobunan's barn on South Teuth stroet, thon
on fire, alineof hose for the purpose of ex-
tinguishing said fira; that he was permitted
there to remain in the discharge of his duty
until the Joists and valters of the bullding be-
camg so burned that the floor nnd rwof foll in
upon bim, by veason of which howas crushed
and burned to pn extent  that death wos im-
mesdints, The plaintifs forther allege that
the snid Clavince Protsman swas  their main
support, they being without. propety of reul
estate of any kind, or any effeets other than
household goods, and that he regularly con-
tributed to thelr supporl and as they are

MARK EERR'S GREAT FEAT,

His Heroic Struggle to Reach the Sum-
mic of St, Flins,

Mavik Kerr returned from Aluska to
San Francisco recontly. The New York
World correspondentlearned from him
some of his more important discoveries,
Proceeding in a northwosterly line from
Yakutat Bay with Russell and six assis-
tants, he reached a point twenty-five
miles from the bay, and at 1,500 foet ole-
vation, where hie found an island sur-
rounded by u glaciul stresm and coverod
with lowers and verdure, From there
the purty struck across the St, FEllas
range, finding a natural pass over the
lnrgest glacier in the world, ten milas
wido 1o the interior. Approsching
Mount St. Elins from bahind, snd on the
northwaest spur, ufter fearfully exeiting
advenbures they finally reached o slope
leading over hard snow to the crest of
St Klias,

However they only got within 4,000 foat
[ tho top, because terrible and continu-
ous snow storms and lack of provisions
drove them back.  Acurute observations
were continually made sand the results

‘are very interesting.  Ttis certain that

the crest of St Flias Is within the
buulltll'fl of the United States and not
in British territory, He also discovered
that St. Eliss is nearly five thoussnd
foat lower than its pro s'{ulsl ¢ cadoulutad
height. A buge range of mountuins
with half & dozen 12,000 oot peaks lies
behind the St Flias range.

Little cryataline rock woas found hut
the lovmation is mostly slate and flint.
Thestory of Russell and Kere's last
struggle without companions te reach
the crest is mt'f thrilling. Kerr was
four days and nights without foold, with-
out blankets and alme in a torciific
snow storm before hie was roscued. They
cached thelr instruments at 9,000 f{set
ultitude and will return for them noxt
Year.

A fow days ago o wan was found dead here
It the gutter, writea o Birmingham, Ala.,
correspondent of the Globe-Democrat, Even
In death there was n mute look of torror in
the bloodshot eyes, and the bloated face had
grown pale and haggard at the coming of the
grim destroyer.  “Driok ' sald the coro-
nee's jury, but an old man who caue and
moked fora long time on the pale, diud face,
siid, with n shodder, as he turned awny, 'l
was the hand of Gol,** This mon whe died
[a tho gulter was the last of o fated thivteon,
and in thodeath of onch aud all of them the
Christinn will read the vengenance of an ind
sulted Deity,

Atthe leading hotal in a sonthern city, in
the summer of 1865, thirteen moen woearing
they aniform  of jconfederata ofMicors, sat
down to o dinner, Every man in the party
helonged to n grand old sputhorn fatliy,
and many of the naomes ave lastvious 1o the
history of the country. Every man wis a
cavalier. They were Howors of the old
south, represontatives of the chivaley of
the sunny lund, then enveloped in the gloom
of defeat and despair, Every man there
hivd been a gallant soldier in the confederata
army.  They had returned from the flell of
defeat to ina their homes desivovod, thelir
sinwes freo, thele woalth gone and many of
their nesrest  and dearvest relatives  aond
friends dend. The meoting at this hotel was
o chance one, but thlking over tho situstion
in which the found themselyes, they rosoived

to forget tho horeor of it for a while to drown |

theirsortows in diink. They sut down to
dinner, aud rodnd after round of deinks were:
prdered. Soon the bloody seenes of war, the
visions of rutyed homes, were all forgotten

Plest they beoame merey, then reekless,

SLet uscall this the lnst supper,suddenly
exclalmed one of the party, and the sugeas-
tion met with fnstunt approvai. They might
never mect agiin, so *‘the last suppor’™ would
bo o fitting name fora feast where reason hind
fled. Morve drnks were orvdevad, evory man
Alled his plass, the lights wers turned low
and the thirteen wmen declared themselves
Christ and his twelve apostles, A youngman
whohad commanded o vogiment acted the
role of Christ, and for the occasion cach man
nssumed the name of one of the apostles,
There was a wrangle as to who should imper-
sonate Judas, but more drinks were ordered,
nnd then a young lleutenant agreed to act the
oharacter of the batrayer of his Savior.

1t was midnight, but the peals of drunken
laughter awoke the echoes In every nook and
vorner of the old hiouse. Amain and again
the decanters were passed around and the
blasphemous mockery of the lustsupper went
on. A bible wasealled for, and the voung
officer who was imuversonating the Savior
turned to the New Testament and read aloud
the solemn words of Christ. Theo reading
was interrupted now and then by some coarse
jest or vibald lnughter, while expressions like
“Judas. pass the bottle,” wopld excite the
mirth of the drunken men to a point that com-
pletely drowned the voice of the reader, At®
the proper point In the resiing bread was
passed aronnd, and the wine wis represonted
by glasses filled to the brim with brandy.

“a that drinleeth from the bottle with me
shall betry mel” exotaimed the mock Christ
in atragic manner, and placing s decanter to
his lips he swallowod a guantity of brandy,
then passed it to Judas acress the table,
This was grected with peals of laughter, and
again the other mock apostles yelled, “Judas,
pass the bottle !

All night long this mockery went on, and
when morning came the thivteon men were in
A drunken  stupor. It was soveral days be-
fora ther all recoversd from the effects of
that night's debauchery. Then they sep-
arated. Thatsupper had Indeed been thoeir
last; they never metl again,

From that night the vongeance of Gaod fol-
lowed those thirvteen mew  Everthing thoy
undortook failed. Applesof gold turned to
Dead sea fruit in their hands, One by one
they went to the dogs, and every man of therm
met o horrible and disgraceful death, He-

sated fallure in busiuess drove some of them

despertion and erime.  Oneof thom was
Iynched in Texas for murder. The young
man who hoa impersonnted Christ  waos
drowned in the Brazs viver while fleeiug
from a vigilauce committee on u stolen horse
and his pdy was never recovered. Another,
while fua drunken stupor, was canght in o
burming building and perished in the flumes,
One was stabbed to the hedrt by & womnan he
had betryed, and still suother was murdored
in alow brothel in a western city. So far as
can be learned, not one of them ever recoived
Chiristinn  burial, and their graves are un-
marked ana unknown, The man who died in
the gutter and was buried in the potter's
field was the lust of the thivteen,

during the revolationary war and the older

Democrat, I was the home of an American
offienr, Here he hod taken his young wife
and little babe, inthe hopa of providing for
them o place ol safety.

The louse was bullt of logs, the lurgest
oneat thut time {n this seotion, It had two
storles, four rooms on the frst Hoor and two
on the second Boor.  To the early ploneors it
wias quite a mansion,

Aflter romuining fora foew weeks with hiis
family the young oflicer went to the front,
whoere he was killed, Scon afterwurd his
little child sickencd - aud died, pnd the young
wife was left alone. She roturued to bow
father's home when the war closed and the
big honse wus tenantless,

Severyl fumilies tried to live init, but
noue, it sppears, remainoed more than o few
days. Thoy il told a similar story. A
staady tramp of feet neross the toor, a form
wenring s Continental uniform and carrying
@ bibe in its e, coolng o it und caressing
it, then the spund of horses Loofs' rapidly
leaving the place,

For years It stood tenantless, and the
neighbors  regarded it with  superstitious
awe,  Opeasionally  the form of the soldier
could be seen @son horseback he loft the
hiose,

One nlght about five years ago o bright
blage shot out from the toof of the old house,
and the neighbors gathersd to see it burn,
At one of the windows could b secn tho
form of the Contlnentul soldler drossed  iu
hisuniform, while in his arms he held his
1ittle babe,

I owias so real that a cey of horror went up
from those eround, but the form did not
wove, there wis no sound dod the fumes
soolt cuvelopod the entire house. 1t buronsl
to the ground, and nobhing s now left
mark the spot where it stood, How it conld
have caught fire has always vemained «
mystery, and thoe neighnors conld not be in-
duced to believe otherwlse than that the
ghost of tho Continental soldier set it on five,
